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MINISTER ALFRED E. BUCK. 
Who Is Acting for the United States in the Marcus Island Trouble. 
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Buck Sends Rosehill Letter Advising Peace, but It 
May Not Reach Him in Time--Japanese War 
Ship Leaves for Island. 


Washington, July 28.—A ¢ablegram re- 
ceived at the state department today 
from United States Minister Buck, at 
Tokio, says that the Japanese mfmister 
of foreign affairs informed him that a 
Japanese naval vessel would leave yes- 
terday for Marcus island. The purpose of 
her going is nut to make trouble, but to 
prevent it. 

An official of the foreign office was to 
go on the vessel, and would carry a let- 
ter to Captain Rosehill, cabled from the 
etate department here to Minister Buck, 
advising the captain not to make any 
disturbance or to resort to violence to 


obtain possession of the island, with pos- 
sible loss,of life and involving interna- 
tional complications. 

If the captain would observe this ad- 
vice, the department said for its part it 
would endeavor to setile the claim to 
Marcus island diplomatically. 

Camain Rosehill is reported to have 
sailed from Honolulu for Marcus island 
in a schooner July 11, and it is, there- 
fore, probable that he already is at Mar- 
cus island or very near there. The let- 
ter may come into his hands too late to 
avert trouble, ‘but the department officials 
are hoping for the best. 


MANY STATES ARE SHAKEN 


BY EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 


People of California, Nebraska, lowa and the Dakotas. 


Thrown Into a Panic--Considerable Damage-Is._-4 


Reported at Certain Places. 


Lompoo, 
experienced a severe earthquake shock 
at 10:56 last night. At that time a violent 
shock was feit, which lasted fully thirty 
geconds, and was so severe that dishes, 
clocks, house plants and other articles 
were thrown from shelves. The people 
were stricken with terror and ran from 
their houses, some fearing to return, as 
other lighter shocks continued for sev- 
era! hours afterwards. Another heavy 
shock was felt at 5 a. m. and one at ll 
a. m. today. A large water tank was 
knocked over, the earth cracked at many 
different places and the Santa Ynes river 
bed slightly changed at places. 

Great Damage Done. 

Santa Barbara, Cal., July 28.—Meager 
advices received from Los Alamos, 45 
miles north of this place, report that an 
unusually severe shock of earthquake 
occurred at about 11 o'clock last night, 
doing considerable damage to the prop- 
erty of the Western Union Oi] Company, 


estimated at from $12,000 to $15,000. 


Yankton Is Shaken. 

Yankton, 8. D., July 28.—An earthquake 
shock occurred at 12:45 this afternoon, 
lasting about twelve seconds. The shock 
was accompanied by the usual rumbling 
noises and moved from northeast to 
southwest. 

Felt in Three States. 

Omaha, Nebr., July 28.—An earthquake 
shock, which was general over portions 
of Nebraska, western Iowa and South 
Dakota, occurred shortly before 1 o'clock 
today. The seismic disturbances were 
felt at a large number of towns in the 
three states and lasted from ten to fif- 
teen seconds. No damage has been re- 
ported thus far, although the shock was

sufficient to rattle dishes and to affect 
bell towers in some places. Yankton, 
S. Dak., reports a shock of twelve seconds’ 
duration. Santee agency, in northern 
Nebraska, reports the occurrence of a 
disturbance, and Battle Creek, Nebraska, 
was shaken for twenty seconds. The 
disturbance was more plainly felt at the 
latter place than at any others which 
have thus far reported. 

In this city the shake was barely dis- 
cernible, and few people knew of such a 
thing until the weather bureau reported 
it tonight. 

At the Santee agency the quake lasted 
sixteen seconds. It caused some excite- 
ment for a while and was plainly felt 
by people on the streets. Many win- 
dows were shattered and dishes rattled 
from shelves. At that point the move- 
ment was from west to east and Was ac- 
companied by a low rumbling noise. 

The disturbance appears to have been 
more clearly felt along the boundary line 
between Nebraska and South Dakota, al- 
though a number of places in both states 
were affected. 

Shock Very Heavy. 

Santa Maria, Cal., July 2.—A heavy 
shock of earthquake was felt here at 
10:50 last nijght. The vibrations were 
from east to west and lasted forty-five 
seconds. Many persons claim it was the 
heaviest shock ever felt here. Near Los 
Alamos, a few miles from here, a for- 
merly dry creek bed was a rushing stream 
this afternoon. 

From East to West. 

Stn Luis Obispo, Cal., July 28.—Two dis- 
tinct earthquake shocks were experienced 
here last night. The first and- heaviest 
lasted three seconds. The direction :of 
disturbance was east ‘and west.

Son in Law of Nelson Morris, the Great Packer, 
Kills Himself in Bath Rooms-Temporary In- 
sanity Assigned as Cause.

Two daring highway robberies were 
committed in Atlanta last night between 
7 and 10 o’clock, both within a block of 
Peachtree street..

Miss Martin was handled roughly by 
the brutal negro, who robbed her, and 
she was prostrated last night. On ac- 
count of the fright and shock to her 
nervous system, occasioned by the expe- 
rience, she was compelled to take to her 
bed. 

Returning from Work. 

Miss Martin was enroute from the sani- 
tarium to her home at the time of the 
robbery. She was walking along Cain 
street and was almost within sight of 
her home, when she had to pass through 
a very dark spot. She was on the oppo- 
site side of the street from her home and 
and was about to cross the street, when 
she heard some one walking in her rear 
whistling. 

She had proceeded only a few steps 
farther, when she was suddenly. seized 
about the waist and held in a vise-like 
grip. She was then forced backward and 
the purse forcibly wrenched from her 
hands. Her assailant then quickly dart- 
ed away and made his escape, but not 
before Miss Martin had recognized him 
as a negro. 

As sho felt herself in the grasp of the 
negro, the young lady began to scream 
frantically and call for help, People in 
the house along the street, hearing the 
cries of distress, rushed out,. but the ne- 
gro was nowhere in sight and no trace 
of him could be founil. Miss Martin 
was taken into her home as soon as pos 
sible. 

The police station was notified of the 
affair and Cal) Officers Dorsey and Tibbs 
hurried to the scene as quickly as their 
bicycles could carry them. ‘They mads 
a thorough search of the vicinity, but 
to no avail. 

Faced Knife and Pistol. 

Frederick ~Geddings was held up In 
true highwayman style. He was walking 
along West Peachtree street and when h2 
reached the corner of Howard street, 
vias confronted by a white man end ne- 
gro, who stepped out of a dark spot on 
Howard street. The white man covered 
Geddings with a revolver and the negro 
held a gleaming knifs threateningly 
above his head. They ordered him to 
stop and the negro rifled his pockets. 
The robbers quickly informed their vic- 
tim that they wanted all of his valuables 
and it was ugeeles3 for nim to resist their 
appeal. 

The negro took Geddinzs watch and se- 
cured $2 and some change in one of his 
pockets. Had the robbers been a trifle 
more aggressive, however, the haul 
would have been larger, as Geddings had 
$2 in one of his hip pockets, which 
they failed to find. 

‘You can go now,”’ said one of the men 
as the job was completed. The highway- 
men walked across into Linden avenue 
end disappeared in the direction of 
Peachtree street. Mr. Geddings followed 
them some distance, but lost the trail. 

He then notified the police station and 
Call Officer Doyle responded. The offi- 
cer obtained thesbest description possible 
of the two men and thoroughly tnvesti- 
gated the case, but could unearth no sat- 
isfactory clew that would tend to disclose 
the identity of the highwaymen. 

The white man is described: as weigh- 
ing about 165 or 170 pounds, about 5 feet 
10 inches in height and wearing Nght 
trousers and a straw hat. 

The negro is described as being rather 
stoop-shouldered, weighing about 169 
pounds dnd wearing a black suit and 


black felt hat. 

The following is a description of the ag. 
sailant of Miss Martin: A yellow negro, 
heavy set, dressed in a rather shabby 
sult of light clothing and wearing a cap. 

From the descriptions it appears that 
he and the negro who asst#@ed in rob- 
bing Geddings are not the same person.

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OME MAN WAS’ KILLED 
ANO TWO FATALLY HURT 


‘‘Joe”’ 
Pugilist, One of Those Fatally 
Shot—Contest Batween Van 
Sant and Louden- 
slager. 


Camden, N. J., July 28.—The primary 
election ‘for delegates to the convention 
of the first congressional district of New 
Jersey were held this afternoon and even- 
ing in Camden, Gloucester and Salem 
counties, which aqomprise the district. The 
candidates for the nomination are Henry 
C. Loudenslager, the present congress- 
man, and J. Alpheus Van Sant. The con- 
test has been one of the most bitter ever 
held in southern New Jersey. 

The polls were open from 5 p. m. to 8 
Pp. m., and the threé hours were marked 
with serious fighting. One man was killed 
in this city, and *‘Joé’ Goddard, the well- 
known heavy weight pugilist of Philadel- 
phia, was probably fatally shot, while 
electioneering in Pensauken township, an- 
other man was dangerously stabbed in 
this city and a fourth man received stab 
wounds at “Dog Corner,”’ near Merchant- 
ville. 

Goddard was at a voting place in Pen- 
sauken township,’ when he was shot. He 
was with a number of men, who were 
traveling from one polling place to an- 
other. The pugilist got into a quarrel 
with a colored constable named Robert 
Washington. It is alleged that Goddard 
assaulted the constable with a baseball 
Lat, and the colored man, in self-defense, 
shot Goddard in the head. 

The constable surrendered himself to 
the police, and the wounded prize fighter 
was brought to Cooper hospital here, 
where the physicians say he may die. 

Near the game polling place.Constable 
Isaac Fowler, while in a fight, wag 
stabbed twice. His wounds, though pain- 
ful, are not considered serious. There 
was considerable troubte- in Pensauken 
township, and at Merchantville, and a 
number of persons were badly beaten. 

The most serious affray’ occurred at 
Third and Beckett streets, in this city. 
Each side had a crowd at the polling 
Place at that point, and a general riot 
was started. When it was all over it 
was found that a man who was late# 
identified as John Morrissey, of Philadel- 
phia, had been shot through the heart 
by some unknown person, and a police- 
man, not in uniform, narned Harry Miller, 
rad received two cuts on the head and 
probably a fata] stab wound in the*left 
lung. There were a number of other per- 
sons hurt in the fight, but not seriously 
so. 

At midnight both sides ciaimed the elec- 
tion. but the returns up to that time 
from the three ccuntics indicated that 
Van Sant had secured a majority of the 
delegates. The adherents of both Loud- 
enslager and Van Sant are charging each 
other with fraud, and with bringing large 
numbers of repeaters from Philadelphia. 
The convention will be held at Woodbury 
on Wednesdey. 

Camden, N. J., July 29.—1 a. m.—Al- 
most complete returns at this hour show 
thats Loudenslager will have a majority 
of about twenty-five delegates. 


GREAT SLAUGHTER OF SHEEP. 


Flocks Are Being Destroyed by Set- 
tlers and Cattlemen. 

John Day City, Oregon, July 28.—On 
Murderers Creek, Grant county, 280 
sheep belonging to J. C. Moor, of Mount 
Vernon. were slaughtered, presumably 
by settlers and cattlemen.° According to 
information, several armed men came 
upon the sheep at night and commenced 
firing buckshot into them. The next day 
280 dead sheep were found. 

Grand Junction, Colo., July 3.—On Sat- 
urday night fourteen masked men ap- 
peared on the grazing ground of the An- 
gora Range Association, in Pinon Mesa, 
where about 1,000 goats were ranging. 
Three herders, who were in charge of the 
goats, were bound while the masked men 
slaughtered more than 400 of the flock by 
shooting and stabbing them. The loss 
is estimtated at $8,000.

When 
the storm broke in its fierceness, the men 
sought shelter under some trees near by. 
Lightning struck one of the big oaks 
and the two men were killed instantly. 
Five others of their fellow-workmen were 
severely injured, but will recover. 

Throughout the city and suburbs the 
storm inflicted considerable damage in 
the way of flooding sewers, flgoding cel- 
lars, etc. 

In Hazlewood, the Presbyterian church 
Was struck by lightning and the steeple 
thrown over, but no one was injured. 

At Hays Station, Streets run overflowed 
its banks and flooded the village. Quite 
a number of the residents had to flee for 
their lives, so quickly did the rise come. 
So far as known all escaped injury. 

The storm seemed to expénd its fury in 
this immediate vicinity and traveled east- 
ward with much lessened intensity. It 
is safe to say that twenty-five buildings 
—residences, stables and out houses—were 
struck by lightning during the twenty-five 
minutes the storm prevailed. 

One Killed in New York. 

New York, July 28—a tempestuous down- 
pour of rain, accompanied by vivid light- 
ning and thunder, deluged the city ar 
vicinity tonight. Lightning struck in 
many places and Dennis Cash, 62 years of 
age, Was killed by a bolt. The greates:

LIFE OF DR. WILSON SAVED. 


Death Sentence Commuted by Presi- 
dent of Nicaragua. 
Washington, July 28.—The life of Dr. 
Russel] Wilson, of Ohio, who was cap- 
tured with a revolutionist party in Niaa- 
ragua, has been saved through the repre- 
sentations of Minister Corea, of that coun- 

try. 

A cablegram was received at the state 
department today from Chester Donald- 
son, United States consul at Managua, 
Nicaragua, dated the 26th instant, as fol- 
lows: 

“As a courtesy to the United States 
and out of sympathy for the mother, the 
president will commute Russell Wilson’s 
death sentence.” 

Wilson was one of several Americans 
who joined a _ filibustering expedition 
which landed at Monkey Point, near Blue- 
fields, early in July. Most of the party 
were captured or killed. Wilson would 
have been summarily executed- but for 
the interposition of Senor Corea, the Nic- 
araguan minister here. Having secured a 
stay of proceedings and a guarantee of a 
legal trial, the minister has now induced 
President Zelyea to commute the death 
sentence, Imposed upon Wilson by court- 
martial. It is presumed that the com- 
mutation is to imprisonment for a time 
and then expulsion from Nicaragua. 


MONEY FOR THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Estimates Have Been Submitted tq 
Chief of Engineers. 

Washington, July 2%.—Ths Mississippi 
river commission, having tn charge the 
work of improvement of the river from 
the mouth of the Ohio to the head of ‘the 
passes, hag swbmitted its report to the 
chief of engineers. The estimates for the 
fiscal year 1904 are as follows: 

Continuing work under the commission, 
$2,000,000; protection of banks at Caruth- 
ersville, $30,000; harbor at Memphis, $650,- 
000; harbor at Greenville, Miss., $25,000: 
preservation of works at Delta Point, La., 
$25,000; harbor at Natchez, Miss., and Vi- 
dalia, La., $100,000; rectification of the 
Red river and Atchatalaya river, Louis- 
jana, $30,000; harbor at New Orleans, —.., 
$300,000. 

On the first of the present fiscal year 
a balance of $2,539,264 was avatiiable for 
improvement of the river. A statement 
is made showing that since the organi- 
zation of the committee in 1879 until the 
present time the total amount appropri- 
ated for the portion of the Miseissippi 
river under the commission has been

It may be remarked, also, that a good 
many people who have beén entertained 
by the German eniperor would never have 
been his guests had they not been’ sons 
Or grandsons or more remote descendants 
of persons who once distinguished them- 
selves in some way—possibly by free- 
beoting. 

People who see things in their true re- 
lations will hardly hesitate to say that a 
man who has himself achieved some- 
thing extraordinary is more worthy to be 
honored by the head ‘of:-any nation than 
a man who never did anything important 
himself and who is conspicuous merely 
because some ancestor, near or remote, 
did something extraordinary £00@ or bad. 

The head of a state does not lower the 
dignity of his office by entertaining any- 
one who has made himself preeniinentty 
useful to humanity in science, art, letters, 
education, statesmanship, mechanical in- 
vention or finance. He rather gives proof 
of his own fitness for leadership by hon- 
oring those who have themselves achieved 
something, such as Morgan, Paderewsk!i 
and Booker Washington. above those who 
radiate no light of their own, but only 
reflect the light of some forbear. 

The Chronicle would by no means en- 
ccurage the too prevalent disposition to 
ascribe the imaginary attributes of demi- 
gods to men who have succeeded in ac- 
cumulating enormous wealth. It would 
not encourage the notion that any such 
mau is indispensable to the universal 
eccnomic order of things and that if he 
am step aside the financial sky would 
ali. 

At the same time it would no sooner 
subseribe to the doctrine implied by the 
sneer of the Vienna newspaper that a 
really great. financier is unworthy to as- 
soclate with the highest dignffaries of 
church and state, Such men achieve great 
success themselves in nine cases out of 
ten by rendering great service to s0- 
clety. 

It may be that their first thoughts is to 
enrich themselves and that thev may be 
aulte indifferent as to the service which 
they render to society, but the same may 
be equally true of the great inventor or 
the great discoverer in the fleld of sci- 
ence. 

The fact rergains that what they do in 
most cases henefits society vastly more 
than it benefits themselves—that they reap 
oniy a fraction of the barvest resulting 
from the economic discoveries and tm- 
provements mde bv their genius. 

These men, like others. mav properly be 
honored for their genius. Probably thev 
are no more eelfish. nossibly not much 
more aordid4. than kines or emperors. 

Re that aa it mav. rovalty will continue 
to lunch with them and to prootttate 
them tn the faiture as [t ‘always has done 
in the past.

FOR STRIKERS 


Liberal Contributions Being 
Made for Support of the 
Anthracite Men, 


RIOTING IS REPORTED 
AT SEVERAL COLLIERIES 


One Man Shot and Four Beaten by 
Strikers — Another Injunction 
Has Been Issued by Judge 
Jackson in West 
Virginia. 


Indianapolis, July 28.—Secretary Wil- 
son, of the Miners Union, said today 
that the anthracite men are being well 
cared for, although the assessment of tha 
bituminous miners is just beginning to 
comé in. He does not expect the bulk of 
the first assessment until next week, be- 
cause the majority of the miners are paid 
semi-monthly. The clerical force at the 
headquarters was increased today ‘o 
handle the funds. 

The miners are making an appeal 
to the members of the American 
Federation of Labor which principally 
amounts to a direct appeal from the of- 
ficers of the federation, The habeas 
corpus proceedings for the release of the 
men imprisoned for violating Judge 
Jackson's injunction are being prepared. 

Rock Miners Want To Work. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 2.—It is un- 
derstood that the rock miners will pre- 
sent a petition to the executive board of 
the mine workers union requesting per- 
mission to return to work. It is said 
the employment of this class of anthra- 
cite miners would not affect the situa- 
tion. The announcement of the officials 
of Oxford colliery of their intention of 
resuming operations Augugt 2 is belng 
discussed here, but as yet there is no 
evidence on the part pf the Wyoming 
operators to take similar action. 

Warrants were issued today for the 
arrest of a number of striking miners at 
Nanticoke, who are charged with holding 
up and assaulting several steam em- 
ployees of the Susquehanna Coal Compa- 
ny who were on their way to work on 
Saturday morning. Thus far only one 
arrest has been made. 

At strike headquarters President 
Mitchell was busy recelving and answer- 
ing telegrams for the Indianapolis and 
United Mine Workers headquarters in 
West Virginia.

Shot by Strikers. 

Pottsville, Pa., July 28.—Daniel Lande- 
mann, foreman at the Kohinor colliery, 
Shenandoah, was shot today near his 
home by a crowd of strikers. His face 
and shoulders are torn with buckshot but 
it is thought he will recover. 

Albert Landermann was also chased 
and shot and four other non-union men 
badly beaten. 


Another Injunction Issued. 

Parkersburg, Jug 28.—Judge Jackson 
issued another injunction this afternoon 
of the same general character as those 
for whose violation ‘‘Mother’ Jones and 
others were tried. It was issued upon 
the application of G. Clinton Gardner, 
receiver for the Flemington Coal Com- 
pany’ and is directed against thirty 
strikers and organizers. 


More Warrants Issued. 

Charleston, W. Va., July 28.—Upon in- 
formation made before Federal District 
Attorney Atkinson today warrants of ar- 
rest were issued for about firteen persons, 
charging them with contempt of court in 
violating the injunction issued by Judge 
Keller, covering the Flat Top coal field, 
along the Norfolk and Western railroad. 
The clerk declined to give the names for 
whom warrants were issued. 

The miners’ headquarters in this city

Two women tes- 
tifled that they saw a man who looked 
like the defendant put up the circulars 
on the telegraph poles near their’ homes.

Port au Prince, Haiti, July 28.—The 
army under Genera! Jean Jumeau, who 
Supports the candidacy of M. Firmin for 
the presidency of Haiti, has been repulsed 
by troops under command of General 
Saint-Foix Colin. The, gunboat Crete-a- 
Pierrot prevented a pursuit of the Ju- 
meau forces and General Colin’s troops 
returned to Port au Prince. 

Attack on City Expected. 

Cape Haitien, Haiti, July 283—General 
Albert Salna‘e entered Limba yesterday 
evening and this morning he was/within 
» miles of this city, after having fdefeat- 
ed .the troops under General Nord, the 


minister of war of the provisional gov- 
ernment. The capitulation of Grande 
Riviere is expected and Cape Haitien 
probably will be attacked this evening or 
tcmorrow morning.

Firmin’s Army Repelled. 

Washington, July 2.—Acting Secretary 
Hill today received the following cable- 
gram from United States Minister Pow- 
ell,, dated at Port au Prince today: 

“General Colin left Port au Prince yes- 
terday morning with 2,000 men to repel 
Firmin’s army, which was landed from 
the Haitien naval vessel commanded by 
Admiral Killick. After a skirmish, which 
ensued, the forces of Firmin retreated to 
the war ship. Colin returned to the city 
yesterday afternoon. The information is 
that twenty were killed and sixty wound- 
ed. The number killed on the other side 
was still unknown and there was much 
firing in the city. The Machias has ar- 
rived at Cape Haitien.’’ 


ALVERSTONE IS NOT WANTED. 


Irishmen Say He Should Not Be Sent 
to South Africa. 

London, July 28.—In the housé of com- 
mons today John G. 8S. MacNeal, Irish 
nationalist, moved a protest against the 
appointment of Lord Alverstone, lord 
chief justice of England, and Sir John 
Bigham, judge of the king’s bench divi- 
Sion of the high court of justice, who, 
together with Major General Sir John 
Aradagh, recently agent of the govern- 


ment on the South African claims com-4 


mission, were appointed last week a royal 
commission to proceed to South Africa, 
August 19, and inquire into the sentences 
imposed by the military courts, with the 
view of ascertaining whether it is ex- 
pedient that such sentences or fines be 
zemitted or reduced. Mr. MacNeal main- 
tained that the attitude of Lord Alver- 
stone and Sir John Bigham toward the 
Jameson raid commission utterly unfitted 
them to fulfill their present duties. 

Mr. Brodrick, the war secretary, de- 
fended the selection of Lord Alverstone 
and Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
liberal leader in the house, supported the 
government. Mr. MacNeal’s motion was 
defeated by 210 votes to 64. 


Anglo-Chinese Treaty. 

London, July 28.—Lord Lansdowne, the 
foreign secretary, called a conference at 
the foreign office today to discuss the 
treaty of commerce between Great Brit- 
ain and China. The unusual step was 
taken of inviting delegates from the 
leading British chambers of commerce 
to attend the conference.

His body, riddled with 
bullets, was found near the scene of the 
dance today. It is supposed Brunner was 
murdered by enraged members of the 
CGgweek opposition. 


TELEPHONES WITHOUT WIRES. 


Experiments of a Berlin Inventor 

Are Successful. 

July 28.—Ernest Ruhmer, an 
inventor, succeeded Sunday 
evening in telephoning several _ kilo- 
meters by his wireless method. The 
speaking voice was perfectly audible con- 
tinuously during the experiments. _Rhu- 
mer, who hitherto has used a searchlight 
35 centimeters in diameter, intends to 
construct another between 100 and 200 
centimeters to speak 40 kilometers, which 
would be a distance sufficient to cover a 
modern city. It is affirmed, however, 
that the apparatus is too large, too ex- 
pensive and too delicate to be practicable 
commercially, but it will be highly use- 
ful in transmitting orders at sea.

SOUTH AFRICAN BLUE BOOK. 


Legislative Councils of New Colonies 
To Be Enlarged. 

London, July 28.—A South African blue 
book which has been issued shows that 
Joseph Chamberlain, the colonial secre- 
tary, consented to the proposal made 
Lord Milner, British high commissioner 
in South Africa, to take advantage of the 
good feeling prevailing between the Dutch 
and the British, to make Immediate an- 
nouncement that the legislative councils 
of the new colonies, the Transvaal, and 
the Orange river shall be enlarged by the 
addition of non-official members, ‘and that 
the enlarged councils meet as early as 
possible, the month of September being 
suggested for this purpose.

By the 
terms of the decree Mrs. Wright was 
awarded the custody of her daughter. 

Mumford Holds the Child. 

President Mumford declined to let Mrs. 
Wright have her child, for the reason 
that three years ago, while Mr. and Mrs. 
Wright were living at Fitzgerald, they 
signed a paper in legal form giving the 
custody and care of their daughter to 
President Mumford, and he will not per- 
mit the child to leave the industrial home 
unless he is required to do so by due 
process of law. Because the decree of 
divorce awarded the child to Mrs. Wright 
President Mumford does not consider that 
this legally forces him to deliver the girl 
to her mother, when she had previously 
signed away her rights to the possession 
and care of the child. Considering the 
circumstances under which he obtceeed 
the custody of the girl, President Mum- 
ford regards it as his duty to keep her 
at the industrial home.

Fifty Indians will take part on either 
side, the Redwaters being allied against 
the combined factions of the Turkey 
Creek and the Muckalushes. Both are 
branches of the old Choctaw tribe, and 


“this is the first game of ball that has | 


bev> played since the memorable contest | Yards apart, with jugs of whisky on top 


of 18. when eight of the participants 
were kilic 7 at the close of the struggle. 
Indian ball is a game of unparalleled 
ferocity and spirit, almost equalling the 
giadiatorial contests of ancient Rome. 
Indians gather from all the adjoining 
counties two or three days before the 
game, and the preliminary dances and 
Bavage orgies are of the most weird and 


interesting sort. The proverbial gam- 
bling instinct of the red man here makes 
itself most conspicuous, and they wager 
all their possessions, ponies, blankets, 
household goods, and even their growing 
crops, on the result of the contest. 

The game is a queer combination of 
polo and bootball. Each player is armed 
with two heavy sticks, the ends of which 
have a cup-like depression, in which the 
ball is caught and tossed. The players 


are not allowed to touch the ball with | 


their hands. Goal posts are placed 200 


of each, and adjoining each goal post is 
a raised platform on which all bets of 
movable property are placed. The gam-

LAWYER KILLS BRICK MASON 


Hollis Parrish, the Man Who Did the 
Shooting, Said To Have Been 
Temporarily Insane—Had 
Been on Extended 
Spree. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 28.—While on a 
street car under arrest, George Leonard, 
a brickmason, was. shot and killed to- 
night at 6:30 o'clock, by Hollis B. Par- 
rish, a prominent young lawyer, whose 
father is presiding elder of the Tusca- 
loosa district of the Methodist couference. 
The difficulty arose over Parrish brush- 
ing against Leonard. The men were 
cursing and Policeman Nix arrested 
Leonard. As the policeman was taking 
him from the car, Parrish reached under 
the policeman’s arm and fired, the bullet 
passing through Leonard’s heart, death 
resulting instantly. Parrish was placed 
in jail. 

There were a number of other people 
on the car, which was on a suburban line. 
The shooting occurred in the center of 
the city. 

A plea of insanity will be made for 
Parrish. It is said by his attorney that 
he has been under the influence of in- 
toxicants for three weeks and was tem- 
porarily insane. Several times recently 
pistols have been taken from him, while 
he asked a bartender to kill him last Sat- 
urday night.

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Democratic Primaries in Michigan. 

The democrats of Michigan are 
trying to devise a method of nominat. 
ing party candidates that will avoid 
the often outrageous abuses of the 
convention plan. The _ proposition 
presented by the present managers of 
the party interests provides for a con- 
vention of delegates which shall 
frame a platform and submit to the 
party electors the names of a certain 
number of candidates for each office, 
the candidate receiving the plurality 
in each case to become the party can- 
uidate {in the regular election. 

There are manifest objections to 
such a plan, not the least of whieh 
is that it puts the cart before the 
horse, so to speak. We should think 
that the Georgia primary plan would 
much more simply and easily suit the 
needs of the Michigan democrats. 
Our democratic gtate committee or- 
ders the primary for a given date and 
allows any democrat who desires to 
offer for any office he may choose. 
He makes his canvass before the dem- 
ocratic electors of the state as he 
chooses and offers to them his views 
upon questions of policy and admin.- 
istration. In the primary democrats 
vote for their choice of candidates 
and those candidates who obtain the 
plurality in any county are entitled to 
the vote of that county in the conven- 
tion. The convention is a delegate 
body and fn case no man of a set of 
candidates has a majority of the votes 
represented in the convention, that 
body ptoceeds to ballot and nomi- 
nate as of original authority. Where 
a candidate has a majority he is nom- 
inated as a matter of right growing 
out of the verdict of the party voters 
in the primary. 

After the primary has thus passed, 
or failed to definitely pass, upon the 
candidates by a majority vote for any 
one of them—+say for the office of gov- 
ernor—the convention meets and acts 
and then makes the party platform in 
agreement with the verdict of the 
primary pol). 

This plan has worked with admira- 
ble ease and satisfaction in Georgia 
and we see no reason why it would 
not meet every requirement of the 
democrats of Michigan. It has the 
advantage of being thoroughly demo- 
cratic, of preventing bossism and the 
perversion of the popular will of the 
party and of securing nominations 
that have a harmonizing effect upon 
all factions, if there be factions, In 
the party. It also puts the candidates 
and platform in hearty agreement 
with each other. We cordially recom- 
mend the method to the Michigan 
brethren.

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DIFFERENT LIGHT ON DEPOT 
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In Reply toa Letter from Captain Jas. W. English, 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson Talks of the At- 
titude of Railroad Commission. 


Sudge Spencer’ R. Atkinson, chairman 


of the state railroad commission, has 
written a letter.to Captain James W. 
English in reply te a communication from 
the latter, setting forth the. attitude of 
the railroad commission on the question. 
of the Atlanta depot. 

In this letter Judge Atkinson reviews 
briefly the relation of the railroad com- 
mission to the matter of a new depot, 
and shows how the question of building a 
depot in Atlarita {s wholly different from 


| that of building a depot in any other city 


or town fn the state. The railroad com- 
mission can require the railroads to build, 
each a separate depet, but cannot require 
them to-build a union depot. 

The railroad commission has, on this 
account, held to the opinion that the pub- 
lic ‘welfare would be best seubserved 


through legislative action,-or through a 


harmonious settlement of the matter be- 
tween the railroads and the state authort- 
ties, Judge Atkinson says, therefore, that 
the petitions from the city of Atlanta 
for better depot ‘facilities have not been 
disposed of, but have simply been held in 
abeyance until the general assembly shall 
have accompijshed its. purpose to build a 
depot on the state’s property or has defi- 
nitely abandoned the plan. 
Oaptain English’s Letter. | 

Judge Atkinson's letter on the subject 
fs in reply to one written by Captain’ J. 
W. English, in which the latter calls at-. 
tention to the fact that “‘the. committee 


appointed by the  Georgta legislature to 
erect a passenger station on the state's 
property in this city have-failed and prac- 
tically abandoned the job in consequence 
of the failure of their architect, and other 
causes, to prepare suitable plans for the 
erection of such a station on the property 
owned by the state of Georgia In this city, 
and that he did prepare the so-called 
plans covering the property belonging to 
the state of Georgia, city of Atlanta, the 
Central of Georgia Railroad Company, 
and the Georgia rallroag, and the further 
fact that the city government of Atlanta 
has absolutely refused to permit Wall 
street and other city property to be occu- 
pied as provided for in Mr. Gilbert's 
plans,’’ and says “it 1s now up to the 
railroad commissioners, of which you aré 
chairman, to take this matter in hand 
and solve the problem, by ordering the 
several railroads entering the city to pro- 
ceed at once to the erection of suitable 
passenger stations for their respective 
roads within the incorporate limits of 
this city under plans and specifications, 
and locations to. be approved by your 
body.” 

In conclusion. Captain English says: 

“As one of the people occupying the 
position in the affairs of this city. who 
knows the risk to life and health, I ap- 
peal to you to take this matter in hand 
and see if you- cannot. force the = rail- 
rcads to erect suitable accommodations 
for the traveling public. If you have the 
power to do it. I am’ sure you will not 
longer delay.” 

Judge Atkinson’s Reply. 

In teply Judge Atkinson wrote as fol-: 
fows, explaining the railroad commis- 
sioh's attitude: ~ ~~ ae 


Office of the Railroad Commission of Geor- 
gia, State Capitol, Atianta, July 26, -1902.— 
Captain James W. English, Atlanta, Ga.— 
My Dear Sir: I beg to refer to your letter of 
the 10th of July, which was addressed to me as 
chairman of the railroad commission of Geur- 
gia, and in which you, ae a citizen of Atlanta, 
Identified with its interests, call the atten- 
tion of the railroad commission of Georgia 
to the condition of the depot bullding now 
standing upon the state's property in the city 
of Atianta, and used as a passenger depot 
by the several railroads converging at Atlanta. 
You further request that the railroad com- 
mission should take such action. in regard to 
the situation in Atlanta as would provide 
adequate depot accommodations for the trav- 
eling public. 

I acknowledge the receipt of your letter, 
but preferred to postpone giving a reply there- 
to unt! such time as the railroad commission 
itself could consider the matter at your re- 
quest. On yesterday at its regular meet- 
ing the commission had your communication 
under coneideration, and I am directed now 
to say: 

A widespread misapprehension seems to exist 
touching the relation of the rafiroad commis- 
sion of Georgia to the depot aituation in the 
city of Atlanta, and the fact that the railroad 
commission has taken no action In respect 
of this matter has exposed it to some criticism 
upon the part of some persons unfamiliar 
with the subject. I therefore take the lib- 
erty of making explanation touching the 
matter: 

Under section 2189 of the code of Georgia 
the railroad commission has ‘‘power to require 
the location of such depots, and the estab- 
lishment of such freight and passenger bDuiid- 
ings as the conditions of the road, the safety 
of freight, and the public comfort and con- 
venience may require.’’ This ie a@ power 
which can be legally exercised only to the 
extent of requiring each railroad company to 
provide itself with euch facilities as may be 
adequate to the demands of its patrons. While 
under ths provision of the code the ratiroad 
commission has ample power to compel @ 
raliroad company to provide suitable accom- 
modations for ite own patrons, it has no power 
to compel one railroad to go into an invol- 
untary partnership for the construction and 
maintenance of a tmion depot at any point. 


City Made Complaint. 


In September, 1898, the city authorities of 
Atlanta complained to the railroad commis- 
sion that the eeveral railroad companies 
whose lines converge at Atlanta were jointly 
using the depot building on the state's 
property, and that the facilities afforded were 
altogether inadequate. They requested the 
railroad commission to require the railroads 
to erect separate stations for the accommo- 
dation of their passengers. While these pe- 
titione were under consideration, the railroad 
commission: suggested to the several rafl- 
roads interested the advisability of agreeing 
upon some plan by which a union station could 
be erected upon the present union depot site 
for the common uee and enjoyment of all of 
the roads concerned; and in response to these 
suggestions several plans were submitted by 
the rafiroad companies looking to the ertab- 
lishment of a union depot wpon the state's 
property. The commission was then, and is 
now, of the opinion that the location of a 
union station upon the state's property would 
greatly enhance the value of the state's prop- 
erty, and it was therefore disposed to lend 
every encouragement to any movement which 
looked toward the preservation of the state's 
present controlling position respecting , travel 
in this portion of the geouthern states. The 
commdiasion realized that a union station on 
the state’a property, maintained for the gen- 
eral occupancy of al) the raliroads at this 
point, woulf give to the states railroad a con- 
trolling position in the matter of through and 
local passenger travel passing through the 
city of Atlanta, and that the maintenance 


‘ 


of this position was necessary to -protect the 
intérests of the state against the dangers: to 
which the state’s property interest would Be 
inevitably exposed in the event of the consol- 
tdation of ail, or any considerable number, of 
the various railroads converging at Atlanta. 
The commission did.not then deem it wise 
or proper to place any obstructions in the 
way othe speedy realization of the 

for the bullding of a union etation then in 
contemplation by compelling the severai ratil- 
road companies to make independent invest- 
ments in separate depots. 


Legislature Took- It Up, 


While matters weve in this condition the 
attention of the general assembly itself was 
directed to the eubject of aes depot 
facilities in the city of Atlanta. In this con- 
nection it will be borne in mind that the raf]- 
road commiseicn derives its power to act ip 
this, and all other matters, directly from the 
genera] atrembly. In view of the far-reaching 
consequences which might result to the state 
in the event that the vor‘ous rellroads whose 
tracks converge in Atlanta should conclude 
to construct a station or etations visewhere 
than on the property of the state, the general 
assembly itself took under consideration that 
matter, and on the 20th day of December, 
1898, passed an act which was entitied “‘An 
act appointing commissioners to consent on 
behalf of the state to the erection of a new 
union passenger station on the state's property 
an the city of Atlanta, and for othef purposes.” 
The general assembly ‘fully. appreciated the 
gravity of the situation as will be seen by the 
preamble of that act, which was as follows: 

‘*‘Whereas, a movement is in progress look- 
ing to the é¢rection of a new union passenger 
station in the city of Atlanta; and, wheréag, 
the interests of the atate, as owner of the 
Western and Atlantic rafroad, are materially 
concerned, for that the erection of an ade- 
quate union passenger terminal’ on the state's 
rroperty in the city .of Atianta would im- 
prove the {.itles and enhance the value 
of the Western and Atlantic ratiroad; and. 
whereas, nothing can be done in this regard, 
in so far as the. state’s property will be af- 
fected, without a legislative expression of 
consent on the part of the state; and, whereas, 
if such etation {8 to be erected it is desired 
that plans shall be adopted, and the work 
of actual construction begun before the next 
meeting of the general assembly.” 

That act provided that the attorney general, 
the special attorney of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, together with, two member 
of the house of. representatives, to be &a@p- 
pointed by the speaker, and one member of 
the senate, to be appointed by the. president 
thereof, should constityte a commiesion to rep- 
resent the state in (the matter of approval 
x plans arc the mstruction of a depot. 
Among other things i was provided that this 
special commission should nat consent to the 
erection of a’ station ok property other than 
that belonging to the state. There was @ 
provision ihbat tre commission should’ not com 
sent to the abandonment of the site at pres- 
ent occupied as the unmion passenger depot. 
There was a provision that the commission 
should 4n nm» way destroy any provisions of 
the lesee contract between the state of Geor 
gia an| the leasee of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad; that it could mrake no agree- 
ment which would deprive the state of the 
rig*t to the yrivilege of this terminal at 
th: expiration of the present lease. Each of 
thes; provisions emphasize the opinion then 
held by the general assembly that whatever 
else might be agreed upon, the state’s present 
controlling position should not be placed in 
jeopardy. Thia special commission failed to 
reach a satisfactory solution of this matter, 
and wpon their report to the general assem- 
bly at its rext session. advising that no 
ecnelusion had been reached, the matter wag 
again taken up by that =§ body. 

On the !|7th day of December, [90]!1, the 
general assembly passed another act to pro- 
vide for the erection of a new union pas- 
Senger station by the state of Georgia, as 
the owner of the Western and Atlantic ratiroad, 
on the state's property in the city of At-. 
lanta, and for the compensation of persons 
whose property might be taken or damaged 
by the erection of said new etation, and for 
other purposes. 

Under thts act a new commission was or- 
ganized for the purpose. of carrying its pro- 
visions into. effect. This committee is con- 
stituted by two members of the senate, ap- 
pointed by the president of that body, and 
four members of the house of Pa ago 
appointed by the speaker thereof, and of tis 
scormamittee the governor of the state is eg 
‘officio chairman. 


Work of the Committee. 


That committee has at this time under @itect 

consideration the question ae to whether or 
not it is practicable to carry into effect the 
provisions of that act. The railroad commis- 
sion of Georgia is of the opinion that, rela- 
tively to the question of the establishment and 
_crection of a new station for the accommoda- 
tion of the public at Atlanta, its powers are 
at present suspended. The general assembly 
realizing that the matter of constructing a 
union depot upon the property of the state 
was one of far-reaching consequence to the

commission of Georgia in the exercise of its 
powers to require each of the railroads cen- 
tering ‘!n Atlanta to construct a@ separate 
depot icr-the use of its patrons. It ig ex- 
tremely doubtful whether the traveling pub- 
He would find separate stations for each road 
either s0 economical or convenient, and cere 
tainly the state's property if permanently de- 
serted by its present tenants woyld deprect- 
ate many hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in value. 


A Different Proposition. 


The matter of erecting a station at Atlanta 
is vastly different from that of erect 4 
depot at @ny other point in the etate. 3) 
rtate itself, and the people of the estate, are 
profoundly interested in the preservation of 
the state’s property and thie is a considera- 
tion which should not be overlooked tm de- 
termining this matter, notwithstanding the 
fact that the general traveling public may dur- 
ing the process of solving the problem in- 
volvei be «xpcsed to some necesrary temporary 
inconvenience. 

'f the special commission to which this 
particular matter has been cofided = shall 
be unable to reach a satisfactory solution of 
the difficulties which seem to surround them. 
there s*ill retrretnos the power of the ratiroad 
commission wich you invoke, and which the 
commission will take great pleasure In ex- 
ercising whenever it shall be persuaded that 
the broader public interest sought to be con- 
served by the present depot commission must 
be abandoned. ; 

Jt wil) thus be eeen that whatever power 
the railroad commission may have in re 
spect of these matters is necessartly hekl in 
abevance. and that it could not with ~ro- 
priety move in the matter until euch time as 
the general assembly shall have ace 
complished its purpose to build a union sta. 
tion on the state’s property, or shall hav® defi- 
nmitely abandoned the idea of solving this 
vexed problem in that way. 

In this connection !t may not be improper 
again to refer to the facet that the petitions 
of the city of Atlanta for improved depot 
facilities have not been disposed of, wnt are 
still pending, and can be taken up by the come- 
mission whenever an opportune moment ehall 
arrive as above indicated. I take the lberty 
of saying this for the reason that there seems 
to be an impression abroad that tn order to 
have. the railroad commission finally consider 
this matter it will be necessary to file a new 
etition.

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cident that accurred while the Fifth regi- 
ment was in camp at Wrightsville, N. C. 
Captain O'Neill is charged with striking 
an enlisted man. The complaint was filed 
by Corporal Henry Dunwody. 

The members of the regiment have been 
very reticent about the matter, but the 
facts have become known and were told 
by an eyewitness to a representativve of 
The Constitution, as follows: 

“One night during the camp Mrs. Dun- 
wody was standing in the hotel with a 
party of ladies, when Captain O'Neill ap- 
proached the party and stated to Mrs. 
Dunwody that he had been informed by 
the officer of the guard that her husband 
had been too much intoxicated to attend 
to his duties the night previous. 


Wife Bursts Into Tears. 

“Captain O’Neill’s family and Corporal 
Dunwody’s family had been on such 
friendly terms with each other during the 
camp that every. one in the _ party 
thought that the captain must have been 
joking. Mrs. Dunwody took his remarks 
seriously, for she immediately burst into 
tears. 

“Quite a sensation ensued. The matter 
Was reported to Corporal Dunwody and 
he immediately sought out the officer of 
the guard and demanded why he had 
made such a statement to the captain. 
The officer of the guard denied having 
made the statement. 

“The next day Corporal Dunwody went 
to Captain O'Neill and in a friendly man- 
ner told the captain that he thought he 
was due ah apology for the remarks that 
had been made in the presence of the 
ladies. 

“Captain O'Neill replied that he did not 
think it necessary for an officer to apol- 
Ogize to his inferior. 

“At this Corporal Dunwody became an- 
gry and told the captain that if he was 
using his rank to keep from apologizing 
he was acting the part of the coward. 

“At this Captain O'Neill struck Cor- 
poral Dunwody in the face. 

Dunwody Was Restrained. 

“This closed the incident, as a numbef 
of the members of the company were 
present and they caught Corporal Dun- 
‘ wody and kept him from resenting the 
blow. Corporal Dunwoody was placed 
under arfrest, but was subsequently re- 


leased.”’ 

Corporal Dunwody when seen refused 
to make any statement concerning the 
mattér, replying to the questions of the 
representative of The Constitution: 

“J have nothing to say about the mat- 
ter. I guess it will all come out in time.”’ 

Captain O’Netll, when seen at his rest- 
Jence by a representative of The Consti- 
sution last night, also declined to make 
a statement. He said: 

*Y think it would be unbecoming in me 
to make a statement at this time. The 
matter is in the hands of the military 
authorities and all information will have 
to come from official sources." 

Friends of Corporal Dunwody stated 
positively last night that he had filed his 
complaint. When Captain Burton Smith, 
adjutant of the regiment, was seen he 
declined to either affirm or deny the state- 
ment that a complaint had been filed 
against Captain O'Neil. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Clifford L. Anderson had no informa- 
tion concerning the affair. Nothing of it 
had been heard at the office of Adjutant 
Goneral Robertson. 

Lieutenant Colonel Anderson stated 
that if the charges were filed and were 
of a sufficiently serious nature he would 
at once order a courtmartial to look into 
the affair. [t is possible that Captain 
O'Neifi will be relieved of his command 
pending the findings of the courtmartia).

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AFTER KILLING THOUSANDS 
MONT PELEE GROWS QUIET 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
Monday, July 7.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—Dr. T. A. Jaggar, of 
Harvard university, representing the 
United States geological survey in the 
West Indies, arrived for the second time 
at Fort de France on June 24 and has 
since visited Mont Pelee twice. He has 
also made excursions to the southern end 
of Martinique and to the warm springs of 
the interior of the island. Dr. Jaggar 
came directly from St. Vincent. 

As a tesult of recent examinations of 
thé crater of Mont Pelee and expldration 
of the track of the devasting blast which 
destroyed St. Pierre, it appéars that there 
is extraordinary similarity between the 
eruptions of the Soufriere volcano of St. 
Vincent and Mont Pelee. The products 
are the same, both are characterized by 
absence of lava and the work of death, 
beth to aninral objects and to mankind, 
was accomplished in much the same way. 
The destructive effects of the eruption in 
St. Vincent covered a much more exten- 
sive area, but the loss of human life was 
much less. 

There has“ been ro active eruptien of 
Mont Pelee of importance since June 4. 
A great cone of bowiders and volcanic 
bombs, heaped within the fissure from 


which the explosion came, has grown in 
size since the middle of May, when Dr. 


Jaggar first saw it. Occasionally there 


are sudden destructive slides down this 
cone into the deep gorge of the Riviere 
blanche. These slides produce great col- 
umns of brown dust, which resembles 
smoke that rise in billows from the moun- 
tain’s flank and give the impression of an 
eruption when viewed from the sea. Aft 
night these slidings of red hot rocks make 
a giowing streak in the mountain's slopes. 
This accounts for the many reports by 
passing vessels of eruptions, hot lava and 
dust falls. The phenomenon is merely a 
superficial one. As at St. Vincent, the 
many mud spouts, steam jets and local 
craters have been reported, are all super- 
ficial, caused by rain water draining into 
the beds of hot dry gravel. 

The two volcanoes of St. Vincent and 
Martinique were in eruption in some 
parts In May. Both have gradually be- 
come less active since and it is probable 
they will continue to diminish tn activity. 
to judge by the present signs. In this opin- 
ion the French scientific commission, 
headed by Professor Lacroix, of Paris, 
concurs, Dr. Jaggar is strongly opposed. 
bowever any rehabilitation of the de

“Did you ever notice the eccentricities 
of a man with a ‘habit? ” remarked the 
observing one the other night. ‘Nine 
men in ten have some pet habit which 
they would not deviate from for any- 
thing in the world and, strange to say, 
in the majority of cases they are totally 
unconscious of it. 

“Take that old fellow sitting across 
the way there as an example. He comes 


in here every day to get his dinner at a | 


certain hour, never varying in the time 
sO much as a gy 0 He always has a 
certain waiter to 'wait on him and in- 


variably occupies the same seat which, 
by the way, has no particular advantage 
over other seats. If by any chance an- 
other patron of the restaurant chances 
to arrive here before he does and gets 
his seat it is impossible for him to cqn- 
ceal his annoyance, and his dinner is 
practically spoiled. You will notice that 
the chair which he occupies commands 
a good view of the cash register. When 
he first started to coming here the young 
clerk noticed his peculiarity and im- 
agined the old chap was watching him 
to see if he was knocking down. Natu- 
rally this idea made him mad and, to 
test his theory, he tried by every con- 
ceivable means to get him to change his 


seat to another part of the room, point- 
ing out the advantages of other places. 
The old fellow declined to move and 
for three years has occupied that self 
same place. In point of fact, he is a 
rich old bachelor who would scorn the 
notion of spying on any one. He is sim- 
ply the victim of habit, and I fancy it 
would take him months to get used to 
any other location. . 

“I know another old fellow whose 
peculiar habit of taking a certain and 
rather circuitous route in walking from 
his home to town was the cause of a 
great deal of interest to me. He would 
start from home promptly at 7 o'clock 
in the morning and walk exactly six 
blocks on the east~side of the street on 
which he lived. Then he would turn 
sharply and cross to the other side and 
walk a block and a half. When he had 
gone that far he would recross to the 
original side and continue until he was 
within two blocks of his ffice. when 
he would go three blocks out of his way 
to get to his place of business. I no- 
ticed this for’'some years until my curt- 
osity got the better of me and one day 
I asked him the reason of his peculiar 
route. 

‘It's all a habit,’ he safd, ‘a foolish 
one, I confess, but I can’t rid myself of 
it to save my life. It began some years 
ago when the city was badly torn up 
preparatory to laying sewer pipes. At 
that time the route I now use was a 
necessity and not a matter of choice. I 
gradually got used to it, and now it’s 
a sort of second nature. When I am 
coming to town I am _ generally pre- 
occupied with thoughts of the day before 
me and I walk along without thinking 
where I’m going.’ 

“Other people have pecullar habits of 
dress. In Atlanta you will find many 
men who continue to wear boots in spite 
of the fact that this form of footgear 
has gone out of style long years ago: 
Boots, to my mind, are about the most 
uncomfortable thing a man can put on his 
feet as well as particularly unlovely 
looking in appearance. But I know a 
doctor in this city who would as soon 
go out on the streets without his collar 
as without a certain expensive style of 
boots which he has worn for years. No 
matter what the weather—the coldest 
winter day or the hottest summer heat— 
he wears thick boots. In other respects 
he dresses in the very height of the pres- 
ent-day style. 

“Of course, you have noticed the habit 
certain people have of repeating words 
to themselves which have no particular 
meaning to an oufsider. One man I know 
goes around the streets constantly count- 
ing to himself. His refrain is & monot- 
onous one something like this: ‘One—two 
—three—four—five—six. That makes 40 
cents!’ The solution of this habit is 
easy. For years this man has been em- 
ployed in a telegraph office and it is his 
business to count the words in each 
message which is sent in. The habit has 
become fixed and I am certain he is en- 
tirely unconscious of It. 

“One of the strangest cases of the 
kind was that of a well-known citizen 
who, when worried. would walk up and 
dzwn the floor and repeat the word 
‘France.’ He never swore or used any 
harsh expletive, and that one word 
seemed to give expression to all of. his 
pent-up feelings. Up to the day of his 
death he refused to tell even the mem- 
bers of his family what he meant by 
‘France.’ Probably he did not know 
himself.”’ 


“At last the despised cigarette has come 
in for its inning,'’ remarked a devotee 
of the habit. ‘‘Time was when the cl- 
garette was thought to mean insanity, 
softening of the brain and certain death. 
But I see by the papers where a pack- 
age of cigarette papers was the direct 
means of saving a young man’s life out 
in California the other day. The other 
night Joe Patton, Jr., a yoyng man of 
Stockton, Cal., was in a bar room when 
a free-for-all fight took place. Several 
pistol shots were fired, and one of them 
struck Patton in the breast. It hap- 
pened that he had a package of cigarette 
papers in his upper vest pocket and this 
caused the bullet to deflect and glance 
off. Heretofore a Bible, carried in the 
pocket of a soldier during war times, 
was the responsible cause of saving 
many Tives and the religiously inclined 
were wont to point this out as a special 
intervention of divine providence. The 
case of the despised cigarette papers 
would seem to do away pretty effectual- 
ly with this theory.”’ 


“It's a strange thing how ping-pong 
unfits a man for the older game of ten- 
nis,’ remarked a devotee of the latter 
game. 

“When ping-pong first came out I 
caught on to it easily and was soon 
one of the best players in the city by 
reason of the fact that for some years 
I have played tennis regularly every 
summer. I found that my experfence with 
the out-of-door game stood me in good 
Stead and after only a few trials I was 
able to defeat some veteran ping-pong- 
ists who had never played tennis. But 
this summer, when I started In once 
more for tennis, I found that ping-pong 
had completely put me out of condition 
for the more strenuous game. I found 
that I had forgotten how to valley and 
would let balls pass by me repeatedly 
waiting for them to bounce. . Then, too, 
the racquet seemed to weigh a ton and 
was exceedingly difficult to handle. In 
striking a ball I found myself using the 
same light stroke required in returning 
the tiny celluloid and half the time it 
would fall far short of the net. For 
fully a month I was as clumsy as a 
young school girl just learning the game, 
and 1 am only now getting where I can 
play fairly well. If you think more of 
tennis than ping-pong, I would advise 
you not to play the latter.” 


“The one hundredth anniversary of 
Alexandre Dumas’ pirth recalls to mind 
the scene which took place between him 
and his son,’’ remarked the literary man. 
“In fhe case of father and son the young- 
er Dumas was to all intents the father 
and the older the son. The elder Dumas 
was, fo the day of his death, as irre- 
sponsible as a child, while his son had 
from an early’ | the head of an old 
man. Dumas, fils, was wont to refer 


to his father as ‘my irresponsible parent’ 
and he was constantly employed in look- 
ing after the affairs of his prodigal fa- 
ther. Some weeks before the latter died 
he asked his son to tell him in all frank- 
ness if anything he had written would 
live after him. The young man replied 
that many of his works would serve to 
make his name a lasting one in the 
world’s literature. Shortly after this the 
elder Dumas died. 

“Some twenty years later a famous 
French surgeon told the great romantist’s 
son that all the patients in his hospital 
either recovered or died with a copy of 
One of his novels on their cots. He said 
that he had found the reading of Dumas’ 
works had the effect of making the sick 
Or injured forget the horror of an ap- 
proaching operation and rendered less 
tedious the period of convalescence,

KIDNAPING IS THE CHARGE 


We Has Also Been Ordered To Show 
Cause in Superior Court Why He 
Should Not Be Attached for 
Contempt for Failure To 
Pay Alimony. 


Trouble in plenty se¢éms brewing for 
Clarence Perkins. 
’ Perkins is the young man who, charged 
by his wife with kidnaping his own 3- 
year-old daughter, will be given a pre- 
Hminary hearing this morning at 9:30 
O'Clock before Justice Edgar H. Orr. 

Regardless of the outcome of that case, 
he must show cause before Judge J. H. 
Lampkin, in the superior court, on the 
morning of September 6, why he should 
not be attached and punished for con- 
tempt of court. It is charged that, al- 
though he has been ordered by the court 
to pay his wife temporary and perma- 
nent alimony, he thas refused to do 
So and has taken up his residence in 
Birmingham, Ala., in order to keep from 
Paying Mrs. Perkins any sum. 

Attorney J. L. Travis, representing Mrs. 
Perkins, yesterday filed proceedings in 
the superior court requiring the young 
man to show cause in contempt charges, 
@nd also to give bond tn the sum of $20 
to prevent hi:@ leaving the state, without 
the consent of the court, until the con- 
temp case hag been disposed of. In the 
event he is unable to give a bond, to be 
approved by the sheriff, the court ordered 
that he be confined in jail until] the morn- 
Ing of September 6, or until the contempt 
case is heard. 


Ordered To Pay Alimony. 
Mrs. Perkins charges that her husband 
refused to pay the alimony, $15 a 
month or any of the amounts named. She 
Says he declared he would cut his own 
throat before he would pay thera cent. It 
fig averred that he was placed under s 
bond of $100 in ne exeat proceedings not 
to leave the state, but she charges he 
did go to Alabama for the purpose, she 
says, of avoiding obeying the several or- 
Gers of court. 

During the day Mrs. Perkins and her 
father, D. D. Rice, called at the office of 
the solicitor of the crimina} court of At- 
lanta with the intention, it is learned, of 
Swearing out a warrant against young 
Perkins charging him with trespass. They 
stated, it is said, that the young man 
went to the Rice home after he had been 
forbidden to call. After talking the mat- 
ter over they decided, however, not to 
take out a warrant. 

The young man will be taken before 
Justice Orr this morning on the warrant 
sworn out last week for his arrest on the 
chatge of kidnaping. This hearing was 
continued from last Saturday, morning. 
Since that day he has been confined at 
the Tower. He did not ask the court to 
fix any amount of bond to secure his fre- 
fease until] his preliminary hearing took 
place.

The letter sent to the southern commis- 
siloners of agriculture yesterday is as fol- 
lows: 

Dear Sir: Not later than August | I desire 
to make an estimate of the cotton crop of 
the United States. To this end I would 
thank you to furnish me with the folldw- 
ing information: 

}. What is the general condition and pros- 
pect for the cotton crop in your state at 
|} this time compared to the condition and 4pros- 
pect of last year at this time? Are the indi- 
cations for a larger or smaller crop in your 
state? 

2. I would Hike to know also the condition 
and prospect of corn and other crops as com- 
pared with last year. 

Upon receipt of this information I will gladly 
furnish you the estimate of my own state, 
as well as that of all other states combined.

FINANCES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Wright Sends a Message in Regard 
to the Situation. 

Washington, July 28.—A cable message 
was received at the War department to- 
day from Acting Governor Wright re- 
garding the financial situation in the 
Philippines. Apprehension was felt by 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai chartered 
banks, that since the Guarantee Trust 
Company and the [International Bank 
Company had established branches in Ma- 
nila, the insular funds, heretofore depos- 
ited at Hong Kong and Shanghai, would 
be withdrawn and deposited with the 
other concerns. In reply to a query, Gov- 
ernor Wright cables that he will have the 
deposits made in each of the four instl- 
tutions and equally divided. He says the 
provision of the Philippine act, which al- 
lows the government to fix the ratio every 
ten days, has had a steadying effect upon 
the money situation. The ratio at pres- 
ent is $2.25 in silver for $1 of gold.

Letter. 


Atlanta, July 28.—Cotton—Ltverpoo! paid no 
attertion whatever to flood reports from Texas, 
their market showing a decline of 1-64d to 
2-64d in deliveries and diminishing spot trans- 
actions at unchanged figures. Shorts were 
inclined to go slow and profit takifig helped 
to absorb the offerings at hand. It seems 
that the majority of traders are prone to 
base their transactions on the belief of a 
large yield, regardless of present assertions 
and. a consequent declining tendency. The 
action of the market is doubtless encouraging 
converts to these tactics, 2s offerings multipiy 
on the slightest sioveantiod! While 6uch « 
temper prevails it will prcve difficult to es- 
tablish a substantial recovery in prices unless 
something mvre favorabie to that course de- 
velops. Meanwhile it would be well to 
watch the nature of early offerings and bear 
in mind that the crop still has critical periods 
to pass through. 

Stocks—London was firm and bought about 
40,000 shares, including Norfolk. The mar- 
ket displayed a hesitancy on the start, while 
sentiment in the street was bearish, based 
on a very savage attack by The Herald and 
financial writers on Rock Island, which was 
adversely commented on, comparisons being 
made with Diamond Match of very unpleasant 
memory. Early advances were not lasting, 
heavy selling in Rock Island creating nearly 
a 10 per cent deeline, although recovering 
sharply and admitting of heavy selling in 
other stocks, with Chicag» -houses pramtnent, 
while room traders assisted in the* decline.

Commission 
houses sold freely, while shorts eovered, but 
with prospects for an early gathering of the

in that month, 

Oats—The underpinning was knocked out 
from under July to @ great extent today, but 
there is still a large short interest outstand- 
ing. There was quite a good bit of selling 
of the deferred futures, but the wet weather 
was used as a bullish factor. We believe re- 
ceipts are going to be enormous and look for 
lower values. 

Provisions—Commission houses were 
in a liquidating way, while the buying was 
scattered. The heavy weight of hogs was a 
beansh feature and has heen productive of 
g00d selling. Rallies may be brought about. 
but on hard spots we favor sales.

New York, July 28.—Bulls who had calcu- 
lated on continued high water itn Texas rivers 
and iniury to cotton suff?red disappointment 
this morning on a changed situation in that 
State and the idea of injury was Jismissed.

THE DAY IN WALL STRE ET. 


New York, July 28.—The speculation flatten- 
ed out to a marked degree in today’s stock 
market and the latter part of the day of- 
fered a dagree of activity scarcely above the 
vsual midsummer dullness. Before noon there 
Was an et.ormous amount of realizing accon- 
plished, which was credited to the western 
who have all along been conspicu- 
ous in the market.

The move- 
ment in the early month was obviously due 
to the requirements of the corn speculation, 
but tWé real demand for moving the crops is 
yet to be met. and all opinions agree that 
the money ‘movement will be a heavy one 
this year, in view of the large crops expected 
and the unusual activity in all departments 
From outside sources came a few belatca sug- 
gestions of financia] deals, but they were with- 
out effect on prices. The slump in Rock Is: 
land to below 190 awakened some question- 
ing about the benefit to accrue from some 
of the projects proposed, which nearly always 
provide for practically converting stocks into 
foreclosure liabilities, with new stock to come 
after with voting power, but with questiona- 
ble chances for dividends, thus making their 
holding for the contro! cheap. The reports 
of the fliness of the president of the United 
States Steel corporation, although denied, had 
a slightly depressing effect and were suppie- 
mented by rumors that the king of England 
was also not so well.
